My patience was here exhanfted, and I could no 
longer refrain from undeceiving this company, who, 
I find, during their journey all night, had allowed 
their frightened imaginations to riot on the idle re- 
port of a poftboy.

In fine, the author notices every woman who pri- 
ded in her beard, not even excepting the artificial 
one of a certain diplomatick amphibious animal, well 
known in this country. 

In order to ftrengthen his arguments in favour of

A lady of 
fafhion cannot now be fatisfied with having her hair 
drefled by her maid; fhe’ muft employ a French 
frifeur, a fellow compounded of impudence and ig- 
norance ; and inftead’of being waitéd on bya fe- 
male fervant, fhe maft have her owm footman, and 
her own valet de chambre. The milliners, mercers, 
and other fhops where the drefs of the women is 
fold, are filled with men fervants, who are general- 
ly chofén from among the ftout, good-looking, 
broad-fhouldered part of the fex, that the cuftom- 
ers may’ have every inducement to vifit the- fhop.— 
Thoufands of young fellows are employed in occu- 
pations which might give bread to young females of 
genteel but poor parents, and it is almoft a difgrace 
now for the lady to have one of her own fex at all 
near her. 

This’ cruel preference has been often lamented, 
cepfured, and ridiculed, but without effet; there- 
fore, I do mot think that it is worth my while to re- 
capitulate arguments which will be difregarded.— 
I thall therefore proceed to point out a method of 
ferving that part of the fair fex, who are dis/ran- 
chifed by footmen, frifeurs, ftay-makers, man-mid- 
wives, &c. —

« At three leagues from Grenoble, I faw the 
Burning Fountain, which is the fecond wonder of 
rhis province. It is eight feet long by four, and e- 
mits red and blue flames to the height of half a foot. 
‘t‘hefe flames burn paper, ftraw, and wood, but have 
no effect on gunpowder. About cight leagues from 
this place is the inacceflible mountains, which differs 
from af others in its form, being perfeétly like a re- 
‘verfed pyramid ; this is what the inhabitants call the 
‘third wonder of the Dauphine. 

«© At Saffenage, a fmall village near Grenoble, 
are two caverns cut in a rock, which the people here 
call cuves, or great tubes ; thefe cuves. are empty 
through the whole year, except the 6th of January, 
that they overflow. This I have from the Abbe 
Rigaud, a> canon of the cathedral, and a gentleman 
‘not lefs diftinguifhed for his veracity, than his learn- 
ing and merit; you have here the fourth wonder.
